I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year,  1971,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  l/72. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  Health  of  the  District  has  remained  good 
and  that  there  has  been  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 


THE  STAFF 

There  were  only  two  changes  of  staff  during  the  year. 

Mr.  A.H.  Blytliman,  the  Rodent  Officer,  retired  on  25th.  June,  1971,  after  twenty 
years  service  with  the  Council,  He  was  replaced  by  Mr.  E.R.  Richardson. 

Mrs.  N.E.  Green  resigned  from  the  clerical  staff  on  23rd.  December,  1971* 

POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  was  41,350. 

This  estimate  was  based  on  the  preliminary  result  of  the  1971  census  and  is 
therefore  not  strictly  comparable  to  the  figures  given  during  the  period  1961  -*  70, 
which  were  based  on  the  1961  census. 

One  can  however  compare  the  figures  of  the  two  census  years  - 35,270  in  1901  and 
4 J , 350  in  1971  - which  shows  an  increase  of  about  6,000  in  ten  years. 


BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS 


The  Birth-Rate  of  14.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  below  the  national 
figure  of  16.0,  similarly  the  Death-Rate  of  9*0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
was  below  the  national  figure  of  11.6. 

During  the  year  there  were  447  deaths,  and  as  in  previous  years  over  j0/«  of  these 
were  due  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  arteries.  Deaths  from  malignant  disease,  the 
next  largest  cause,  came  to  104  of  which  28  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  six  more  than 
last  year. 

MAIN  DRAINAGE 

Work  on  the  Western  Area  Drainage  scheme  went  on  throughout  the  year  and  the  new 
Treatment  Works  at  Elstead  were  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  it. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


More  complaints  of  unsound  food  have  been  received  by  the  department  than  in 
previous  years,  resulting  in  5 prosecutions,  details  of  which  are  shown  in  the 
text  of  the  report. 

I cannot  be  sure  whether  this  is  because  there  is  more  unsound  food  offered  for 
sale  or  because  of  a demand  by  a more  educated  public  for  higher  standards. 


In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  Mr.  Hay  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times.

IN  THE  HAMBLEDON  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL'S  AREA 


There  were  eight  full-time  District  Nursing  Sisters/Midwives,  one  District 
Nursing  Sister,  one  part-time  District  Nursing  Sister/Midwife  and  one  part-time 
District  Nursing  Sister  in  the  area  during  1971. 

Mrs.  Birchall,  District  Nursing  Sister/Midwife,  left  the  Cranleigh  area  in 
March  1971,  and  Mrs  Hoad,  District  Nursing  Sister,  was  appointed  to  this  area. 

Appointments  have  also  been  made  of  part-time  Nursing  Auxilliaries,  Mrs.  J.  Davis, 
in  the  Cranleigh  area,  and  Mrs.  D.  Barnes,  in  the  Witley/Milf ord  area.  These 
assist  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  in  routine  nursing  care  of  patients  and  form  a 
valuable  part  of  the  service.

HEALTH  VISITING 


The  Health  Visiting  in  Hambledon  Rural  District  is  now  carried  out  by  nine  health 
visitors,  six  full  time  and  three  part-time.  Four  of  them  work  from  the  Cranleigh 
Health  Centre  which  opened  in  August,  1971*  The  remaining  visitors  work  from 
other  Surrey  County  Council  or  doctors  surgery  premises. 

All,  except  two  of  the  part-time  health  visitors,  now  work  in  attachment  schemes 
with  general  practitioners.  They  all  carry  out  the  full  range  of  health  visiting 
duties  which  cater  for  all  members  of  the  family  regardless  of  their  age. 

In  addition  to  the  nine  Health  Visitors  doing  generalised  duties,  Miss  Lee,  the 
Specialist  Geriatric  Health  Visitor,  includes  Hambledon  Rural  District  in  her  area 
of  work.

Considerable  efforts  have  been  made  over  the  past  two  years  to  trace  all  the  cases 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Register. 

The  consequent  weeding  out  of  those  cases  who  had  either  died,  recovered  or  left 
the  district  accounts  for  the  drop  in  numbers  from  145  in  1969  to  85  in  1971*

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VACCINATION  AM)  IMMUNISATION 


Primary  immunisation  against  Polio,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  are 
offered  at  the  Surrey  County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  or  may  he  arranged 
through  family  doctors. 

The  World  Health  Organisation's  scheme  for  the  eradication  of  Smallpox 
throughout  the  world  has  considerably  reduced  the  risk  of  contracting  Smallpox 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  It  is,  therefore,  not  now  recommended  that  all  infants 
should  he  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  as  a routine  procedure. 

An  increasing  number  of  parents  are  taking  advantage  of  the  Measles  immunisation 
being  offered  to  infants  and  young  children  thus  reducing  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  in  those  most  commonly  affected,  the  new  school  entrant. 

It  is  hoped  also  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  German  Measles  in  pregnant  mothers 
by  carrying  out  an  immunisation  programme  which  currently  includes  teenage 
girls  and  young  women  teachers. 

B.CoG.  continues  to  be  offered  by  the  Comity  School  Health  Service  to  all  school 
children  of  13  and  upwards,  including  those  at  private  schools  and  colleges. 

Records  of  all  immunisations  and  vaccinations  are  held  in  bulk  at  County  Council 
Divisional  Offices  and  are  no  longer  broken  down  to  District  Council  level. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Regular  analysis  of  various  supplies  of  water  to  the  Rural  District  have  been 
carried  out  and  are  generally  satisfactory.  144  samples  were  taken  in  1971» 

The  District  is  supplied  to  the  east  and  centre  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Board 
and  to  the  west  by  the  Mid  Southern  Water  Board.  The  latter  Board  is  an 
amalgamation  of  the  Wey  Valley  and  Mid  Wessex  Water  Companies.

These  private  supplies  cause  a certain  amount  of  anxiety  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  from  time  to  time  as  their  sources  are  liable  to  contamination,  and 
no  special  arrangements  are  provided  for  ensuring  that  the  water  is  safe  to  drink. 

The  general  background  of  these  supplies  is  similar,  namely  that  they  used  to 
provide  water  for  large  estates  which  were  outside  the  supply  area  of  the  various 
small  water  companies.  Water  was  supplied  to  the  main  house  and  cottages  of  the 
estate  employees. 

When  these  estates  were  broken  up  the  cottages  were  sold  off  to  families  who  bad 
very  different  ideas  about  water  consumption  from  the  previous  owners.  Added  to 
this  there  was  often  no  single  person  left  whose  business  it  was  to  look  after 
the  water  supply. 

A companies  main  was  laid  during  the  year  to  supply  alternative  water  to  users 
of  the  Keffolds  supply  and  it  is  anticipated  that  users  will  gradually  connect 
to  it. 


Approval  has  been  given  to  a scheme  to  supply  main  water  to  the  users  of  Furnace 
Place  Supply  and  the  Willinghurst  Supply.  Main  water  should  be  available  in  1972. 

Some  minor  renewals  and  extension  of  existing  mains  to  improve  pressure  or  supply 
main  water  for  the  first  time  have  also  been  undertaken. 

There  will  remain  some  49  properties  which  will  continue  to  rely  on  well  supplies 
because  of  the  uneconomical  distances  from  the  main. 

The  table  on  Page  No.  25  give  details  of  the  distribution  of  the  water  supplies. 
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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


Nearly  237>000  people  visited  Cranleigh  Swimming  Pool  throughout  the  year,  of 
which  36,000  were  children  in  school  classes. 

Facilities  for  swimming  tuition  are  still  extremely  popular,  and  there  are 
continual  waiting  lists  for  both  children's  and  adults'  classes. 

A recent  innovation  has  been  the  mother  and  toddler  classes,  in  which  children 
from  a few  months  old  up  to  five  years  are  given  instruction  whilst  their 
mothers  stand  in  the  water  nearby  to  give  confidence  and  assistance  where 
necessary. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  proposed  extension  to  the  building  of  squash 
courts  and  a cafeteria  will  both  complement  the  existing  facilities  and  provide 
a much  needed  additional  service. 

Water  samples  taken  throughout  the  year  from  the  swimming  pool  for  bacteriological 
analysis  have  proved  satisfactory.

Sewers  in  Tilford  and  Rushmoor 
will  be  available  later  in  1972. 

Contract  work  for  sewers  in  the  Frensham  and  Dockenfield  areas  commenced  late  1971 
and  will  be  available  about  the  end  of  1972.

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  contract  in  1971>  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
sewers  will  be  available  early  in  1972. 


CENTRAL  AREA  DRAINAGE  SCHEME 




The  Council  have  approved  preliminary  proposals  for  this  scheme.  Design  work  will 
continue  in  1972  with  a view  to  making  submission  to  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  by  the  end  of  that  year. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  amount  of  refuse  put  out  for  collection  continues  to  increase,  necessitating 
larger  vehicles  for  collection.  In  addition  the  shortage  of  good  tipping  spaces 
continues  to  create  many  problems. 

The  introduction  of  plastic  sacks  and  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse,  has  made 
a great  improvement  to  this  service. 

Further  details  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  appended. 
CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer  for  the  purpose  of 
this  Act.

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  which  is  run  by  the  Womens  Royal  Voluntary  Service 
has  recently  been  increased  from  3 days  a week  to  5* 

During  the  year  fifteen  one  bedroom  bungalows  were  under  construction  at 
Pathfield  Close,  Chi ddingfold. 

These  bungalows  will  be  in  direct  communication  with  a "good  neighbour's" 
bungalow  for  emergency  purposes  during  the  hours  of  darkness. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  all  existing  elderly  person  bungalows  and  flats,  some 
500  units  in  all,  had  been  provided  with  central  heating,  double  glazing,  fibre 
glass  roof  insulation  and  foam  cavity  wall  insulation.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Refuse  was  collected  weekly  throughout  the  District  during  the  year.  The  use 
of  plastic  sacks  is  now  accepted  by  the  ratepayers  and  collectors  and 
there  were  very  few  complaints*.  Some  householders  persist  in  filling  their 
sacks  with  lawn  mowings,  hedge  trimmings  and  weeds  which  cannot  be  collected 
as  household  refuseo  There  have  been  a few  cases  of  refuse  collectors  cutting 
their  hands  on  broken  glass,  which  has  been  protruding  through  the  sacks 0 

The  number  of  requests  for  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of  refuse  and  old  cars 
continues  to  increases,  During  the  year  156  special  collections  were  made  and 
27  old  cars  collected,  although  increasing  use  is  made  of  the  amenity  bays  at 
Cranleigh  and  Witley  for  dumping  unwanted  refuse  and  cars. 

In  addition  to  domestic  collection,  a free  collection  of  bulky  refuse  was  made 
from  the  kerbside  in  the  following  villages;-  Dockenfield,  Frensham,  Churt, 
Rushmoor,  Thursley,  Tilford,  Elstead,  Milford,  Witley  and  Chiddingf old*,  This 
new  service  proved  very  successful  and  it  is  proposed  to  give  a similar  collection 
to  the  houses  in  the  remaining  villages  during  1972° 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Cranleigh.  Additional  space  has 
been  provided  at  this  tip  by  removing  decomposed,  inert  refuse  and  tipping  it 
in  a disused  railway  cutting  at  Baynards.  The  refuse  collected  in  the  Western 
part  of  the  District  is  reloaded  at  Witley  Depot  and  transferred  to  Cranleigh, 
a journey  of  some  ten  miles  each  way*, 

Despite  the  introduction  of  a weekly  refuse  collection  service,  special  refuse 
collections,  Civic  Amenities  Bays  and  additional  litter  baskets,  the  depositing 
of  litter  throughout  the  District  continues.  The  anti-litter  campaign,  enlisting 
the  aid  of  the  Parish  Councils,  was  a success  in  several  parishes  and  special 
efforts  were  made  during  fetes,  carnivals  and  flower  shows. 


CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 


The  emptying  of  cesspools  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  The  demand  was  as  great  as  ever  and,  as  in  1970,  over  6,000  cesspools 
were  emptied. 

Cesspool  contents  from  cesspools  in  the  Western  part  of  the  District  is  discharged 
on  agricultural  land  and  in  the  Eastern  part  at  the  Elmbridge  Water  Control  Works 
at  Cranleigh. 

The  average  distance  travelled  to  discharge  a load  is  11.00  miles.
